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1, 1917, three thousand dollars, and on July 1, 1918, three thous-
sand dollars, for land improvements; on July 1, 1917, two thou-
sand dol'ars, and on July 1, 1918, two thousand dollars, for re-
modeling: main building and for remodeling and extending the
men’s gymnasium.

Secrios 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and publi-
cation.

CHAPTER 73.
AN ACT to amend section 925—186 of the statutes, relating to
advertisement for bids for city improvements.
The pcople of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and

Assembly, do enact as follows:

SecTioN 1. Sectivn 925—186 of the statutes is amended to
read: Section 925—186. When any of the works before men-
tioned shall have been ordered to be done and the plans for the
same, containing a deseription of the work, the materials to be
used and such other matters as will give an intelligent idea of the
work required, shall have been filed with the city clerk, where
the same can be inspected by persons desiring to bid on such
work, the board of public works shall advertise in the official
paper of the eity for bids for doing such work for such length
of time as it may think the interest of the city demands, not less
than once a week for * * * {wo successive weeks. The
board shall prepare, or ecause to be prepared, a printed form for
the contract, with sureties required, and furnish the same to all
persons desiring to bid, and shall not consider any bid unless
accompanied by a contract with sureties as preseribed by the
form so furnished, completed, with the exception of the signa-
tures on the part of the city. The notice published shall inform
bidders fully of this requirement.

SectioN 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and pubii-
cation, .
